2. Claims 31-43 are pending. 

3 . The restriction requirement in reference to antibodies to the 
specific fragments of SEQ ID NO. 13 has been vacated. Since 
Applicant's arguments in the election with traverse of Antibodies 
was limited to arguing the fragment election, only that part of the 
restriction has been addressed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U3C §102

4. Claims 31, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Goding. (U) . 

Goding teaches Fc antibody fragments, wherein said antibody 
would non-specif ically bind to the epitopes of SEQ ID NO. 13. 
Applicant is notified that amending the claims to recite "an 
antigen binding fragment thereof, that specifically binds" instead 
of antibody fragment, that binds to, would remove the rejection. 

The prior art teachings anticipate the claimed invention.
